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Tue Secretary of War has transmitted to the 
House an estimate of $180,000 for the purchase of 
a considerable tract of ground east of Fort Hamil- 
ton, New York Harbor, which is needed for batte- 
ries, as recommended by several boards of en- 
gineers. 








Tue House Committee on Naval Affairs has sub 
mitted favorable reports on resolutions introduced 
by Mr. HERBERT setting aside June 3, 5, 8 and 9, 
after the morning hour, for the consideration of the 
bill for the construction of vessels of war, and May 
19 and two days thereafter for the consideration of 
bills and resolutions reported from the Naval Com- 
mittee. Mr. HERBERT, after having made a pretty 
thorough canvass of the House, says he is confident 
of securing the adoption of these resolutions. 





THE Secretary of the Navy has transmitted a let- 
ter to the House from the Chief of Ordnance calling 
attention to the fact that of the $343,000 estimated 
for at the beginning of the session to supply a de- 
ficiency for the armament of the steel cruisers 
Chicago, Boston, and Atlanta only $251,863 was 
provided for in the Urgent Deficiency bill, and re- 
questing that the remainder ($91,137) be incor- 
porated in the General Deficiency bill, soon to be 
reported. 








THE permanent transfer of the District of New 
Mexico to the Department of Arizona, ordered this 
week, was to be expected, as being in accord with 
the desire of the supreme military authorities to 
give General MixEs full scope for action in his new 
command and to enlarge it so as to place all points 
within his direction, unhampered by even a suspi- 
tion of temporary jurisdiction. The change also 
seems to us to indicate a likelihood of an early trans- 
fer of Department Headquarters from Whipple Bar- 
racks, 





THE Second Comptroller has decided that the act 
allowing officers mileage requires it to be computed 
by the shortest usually,travelled route, and that there 
is no law or Army Regulation which authorizes the 
Paymaster General to calculate the distance by any 
other route or to grant permission for an officer to 
travel by any other route for the purpose of com- 
puting mileage. He therefore holds in the case of 
Lieutenant ©. G. Gorpon, 6th Cavalry, that Pay- 
Master WM. SmirH should have allowed mileage at 
the usual rate of 2,629 miles between Baltimore and 
Camp Lowell, and all mileage drawn by him in ex- 
cess of that amount must be charged against him. 








Tae new cipher disks adopted in in G. O. No. 12, 
A. G. 0., Feb. 25, 1886, will be distributed this 
Week. Officers having expressed an opinion that 
the new cipher disk will be of little use in secret 
Communications, we give them here a message to 
decipher which will test this question. It is 
deciphered by using the disk with a countersign 
Word in a certain way. It is understood, of course, 
that any message may be deciphered in time, but a 
military message must be translated quickly by the 
®nemy if it isto be of any use to them. This is 
the message : ‘‘ UBOGKOJ FQLLKTTDNIBSMVYT 
ODSQJZKNLNY AEZSNPKXACBASNUNEAMJEA 
FYRWFWRGWB ERSROIJXYI FUKQRKDYIJOSD

Mr. STEELE’s bill, No. 7634, to increase the effi- 
ciency of the line of the Army was taken up at the 
evening session of the House on Wednesday, but as 
it encountered some opposition, Mr. STEELE pre- 
ferred to have it considered at another time and, 
accordingly, upon his motion, the 19th of May waz 
set for its consideration. 








Tue case of Captain MaLBone F. Watson, U. S. 
Army, retired, involving the right of the older 
graduates of the Military Academy to credit for 
cadet service in computing longevity pay was 
argued on demurrer in the Court of Claims on April 
26, and on Monday last the Court delivered an 
opinion overrdling the demurrer of the Government 
counsel, and acknowledging that the law and facts 
presented by the claimant were regular and well 
taken. This practically decides the case in the 
claimant’s favor, though the opinion of the Court 
on the claim itself will not be rendered before Mon- 
day next. So confident are the counsel for Captain 
Watson of a favorable decision that they have 
already sent circulars to those who will be benefi- 
ciaries, aumouncing that they have successfully en- 
gineered the case through the Court of Claims, and 
requesting that the collection of their claims be 
placed in their hands. They do not expect that an 
appeal of the ease will be made to the Supreme 
Court, as the officials attached to the Department 
of Justice have admitted that they have no good 
grounds to appeal it on. It therefore rests with 
the accounting officers to take up the claims and 
report them to Congress for payment. 








In introducing the amendment intended to be 
proposed to the Fortification bill when it comes to 
the Senate, appropriating ten millions for coast de- 
fences, Senator DotpH has taken a step in the right 
direction, although it comes late in the session. 
It is very evident that whatever appropriation is 
made for seacoast defence beyond the usual yearly 
stipend provided for in the regular Fortification bill 
will have to come through the Senate. Thus far 
not a ‘single effort has been made in the House to- 
wards carrying out the recommendations of the 
various ordnance committees, which have expended 
so much time and labor in gathering information. 
The Appropriation Committee has not yet reported 
the regular Fortification bill, but from interviews 
with Mr. FoRNEY, chairman of the sub-committee, 
and Mr. RANDALL, chairman of the full committee, 
it is learned that there is no disposition on the part 
of the majority of the committee to report in favor 
of anything beyond the customary appropriation. 
The minority will probably bring in a bill for several 
mnillions of dollars, but it is feared that they will 
not be any more successful than last year when it 
comes to a final vote in the House. It therefore 
rests with the Senate, or probably, to be more ac- 
curate, with the final conference committee to de- 
termine whether or not our seacoasts are to be 
protected. 


In his speech on the River and Harbor bill Mr. 
WHEELER, of Alabama, said in answer to the state- 
ment that the press opposed it, ‘‘the papers printed 
within a stone’s throw of Wall street, where are 
located the headquarters of all the great railroad 
combinations in the United States, alone antagon- 
ize it. The opposition to this bill does not come 
from the people. In 1884 the capital stock and 








bonds of the railroads of the United States aggre- 
gated the enormous sum of $7,431,732,458, nearly 


one-half of which, or $3,000,000,000—a sum more 
than double our national debt—is admitted to be 
‘ watered,’ representing no property whatever, and 
it is the effort to secure large dividends upon this 
enormous amount of fictitious wealth that prompts 
and directs much of the opposition to this bill.” He 
showed that France had expended for constructing 
canals and improving rivers more than $230,000.- 
000; and notwithstanding this enormous antece- 
dent outlay a bill was introduced in the chamber of 
deputies in 1878 for further systematizing and im- 
proving internal navigation, at an estimated addi- 
tional expenditure of $35,000,000. Up to 1844 
England had expended more than $100,000,000 to 
improve her inland navigation. Our entire ex- 
penditure over our vast territory on rivers and har- 
bors, from the beginning of the Government, has 
been $144,237,539. 








Amone the many naval bills involving personal 
legislation, that have come before Congress during 
the last fifteen or twenty years, there is none which © 
appeals to the general sense of justice in a greater 
degree than Senate bill 1262, for the relief of THos. 
G. CoRBIN, whose case is familiar to our readers. 
The present Senate committee, ‘‘after maturely ex- 
amining the act of April 21, 1864, are of the opin- 
ion that it leaves it optional with the officer to be 
present or absent during the examination ;” that 
‘it was the duty of the examining board to sum- 
mon reliable witnesses to testify as to whether, in 
their opinion, based on actual knowledge of and 
contact with Captain CorBIN, he was mentally, 
morally and professionally qualified to fill a higher 
rank than the one he then held,” and that ‘it was 
also its duty to call upon the Department for all the 
papers connected with his naval career, to examine 
them carefully to see whether he had ever been 
charged with conduct unbecoming an officer, or 
whether he had ever been guilty of intemperance, 
and when it had done that its power ended; and 
any examination beyond this was a usurpation of 
power totally unwarranted by law.” Much com- 
plaint has been made of late years at the manner in 
which examinations for promotion are conducted. 
The present practice of written examination in an- 
swer to a series of questions, besides being laborious 
and unfair, falls under the condemnation of this 
report as being ‘‘ totally unwarranted by law.” Sec- 
tions 1496 to 1503 of the Revised Statutes, inclu- 
sive, are (with the exception of a portion of Section 
1499) re-enactments of the Act of April 21, 1864, 
which these same committees have united in saying 
was Violated in the CoRBIN case ; and’ they are the 
only sections by virtue of which the examining 
board of to-day passes upon the cases of officers who 
are ordered before it. For many years no personal 
appearance was required and after an officer had 
been passed by a medical board he was promoted on 
his record alone. Secretary WHITNEY could do no 
better, more just or more popular act than to cause 
a return to the practice of the early days of the ex- 
istence of the law; giving always to one who de- 
sired it the right to appear, and to such as chose to 
be absent their right to be so. The present rules 
are at once illegal and oppressive and should be 
changed to conform to the statute.

INSTITUTE OF NAVAL ARCHITECTS. 


THE twenty-seventh annual session of the Insti- 
tute of Naval Architects commenced April 21 and 
closed April 24, at Adelphi, Lord Ravensworth _pre- 
siding. The first paper read was by Captain P. H. 
Colomb, R. N., on recent measurements of the turn- 
ing powers of screw ships. In the discussion on the 
paper Sir Nathaniel Barnaby = his great 
satisfaction at the interest now taken by naval offi- 
cers in the turning powers of screw ships as well as 
in steamships generally. This interest was not 
always displayed, and if naval officers knew those 
powers they did not acquaint the Construction De- 
partment of the Navy with the information they 
possessed. The speaker then discussed the features 
of the Ajax and Agamemnon—a subject incidentally 
introduced; and he stated that any unsteadiness of 
these vessels was due to the light draught. A false 
keel would have obviated this unsteadiness, but the 
Admiralty refused to have this change made. 

Mr. White, Director of Naval Construction, in a 
paper on the “Speed Trial of Recent War Ships,’ 
pointed out that the progress in the speed of iron- 
clads from the time of the Warrior until 1878 was 
very slow, and does not appear to have exceeded a 
knot. Since then, however; a few armorclads have 
attained a speed varying from 16 to 17% knots, and 
higher records are indicated in the Italian Navy. 
The Imperieuse is now, according to completed 
trials, the fastest armored sbip afloat in the British 
Navy. Some receutly completed cruisers have at- 
tained, when fully laden, speeds of from 181 to 19 
knots. Mr. White said: ‘* Changes in the admission 
of steam, and alterations in the propellers, have 
been the two: directions in which experiment was 
possible; but it has not proved an eusy task to dis- 
cover the best size and form of propellers which 
would permit the engines to run faster and use the 
steam, and at the same time be efficient for the pro- 
pulsion of the vessel,’ and that “each ton of weight 
gave 6 horse-power in the Warrior, 6% in the Belle- 
rophon, 7% to 8in the Impericuse and Collingwood, 
and 10 in the Howe.” He added that he knew of 
greater increase of power in relation to weight hav- 
ing been attained, and that in many ships now build- 
ing for the Royal Navy better results are likely to 
be realized. Material reductionin weight is also due 
to the substitution of wrought-iron, forged, and 
cast steel, and brass or gun-metal for cast-iron, 
though it has added to tbe first cost. In the discus- 
sion upon Mr. White’s paper, Sir N. Barnaby was 
the only speaker who did not attach much import- 
ance to the speed of ironclads; Admirals Sir John 
Hay, Sir Cooper Key, and the Hon. E. R. Fremantle, 
on the contrary, exp themselves strongly in. 
favor of maintaining a high s in these ships. 

Mr. B. Martell read “A Brief Review of the 
Progress of Mild Steel,"* and Mr. John Ward a paper 
on “The Present Aspect of Mild Steel for Shipbuild- 
ing.” Letters were read from prominent shipown- 
ers which were unanimous in praise of steel. 

In the discussion which followed, Mr. Riley 
said that the two papers had ven expression 
to views that were far in advance of what 
the most sanguine friends of steel could have ex- 
pected a very few years ago; and he would ask in 
the face of all that had been said, ‘Why not accept 
steel without more ado and give it the fullest con- 
fidence?”’ For the first time in his experience of 
discussions on steel he had not heard that dreadful 
expression “‘the mysterious qualities of steel,’ which 
had so often brought the cold sweat to his brow in 
times past. These ‘mysterious qualities” were some- 
thing supposed by some to be inherent in steel and 
unanswerable indictments against it, but Mr. Riley 
would ask, *“‘Does not the mystery lie in our ignor- 
ance?’ ltis to be 4 that we were growing wise 
enough to recognize how much we have to learn. 

Mr. White stated that the Admiralty were now 
about to make a series of experiments on basic steel, 
and on the results of these would depend whether 
that material would beadmitted into the Navy. The 
Adniralty admitted steel within 26 to 30 tons. These 

roportions were settled so as to give a limit to the 
inspectors, but if the conditions as to ductility 
were fulfilled there was no objection to a higher 
tensile strength. 

A paper followed, by Mr. E. C. Warren, on ** The 
Use of Steel Castings in Lieu of Iron Forgings and 
Brass Castings.” 

Two papers on Forced Draught were read and ap- 
pear in fullin Engineering for April 30. Mr. Yar- 
row in the discussion on these papers said that 
the six boilers of the Mersey weighed three hundred 
and s1x tons, hada heating surface of 11,700 square 
feet, and indicated 6.628 horse power, giving 21.7 
horse power per ton of boiler. On the other hand, 
he had recently constructed some torpedo boat 
boilers, a trifle more powerful than each of those 
above referred to, as they had 2,000 feet of surface, 
and weighed full of water 20 tons; 1,300 horse power 
was obtained from each, or 65 horse power per ton 
of boiler. Thus 1t will be seen three times the power 
was obtained for the same weight, or, to put it in 
another form, if the Mersey had been provided with 
the torpedo boat form of boiler, 200 t®ns would have 
been saved. Mr. Yarrowstated that he simply men- 
tioned these facts by way of comparison, but not for 
the purpose of advocating tor 0 boat boilers for 
vessels of the Mersey class, although it was reason- 
able to anpenie in view of the above facts that a 
considerable saving in weight might be made with- 
out involving any objectionable features. A paper 
by Mr. Samuel Baxter on the “Working of Cables 
and the Stowage of Anchors,” which gave rise toa 
brief discussion, brought to a close what was cer- 
tainly the heaviest day’s business ever got through 
by this institution, that of April 1b.

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FORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs at its 
meeting on Tuesday adopted favorable reports on 
bills No. 1935, appropriating $200,000 for the enlarge- 
ment and completion of barracks and quarters at 
Forts Robinson and Niobrara, Neb., and Fort )P. A. 
Russell, Wyoming, and 8. 1615, to credit the State of 
Kansas with certuin sums for ordnance and ordnance 
stores issued to said State. No action was taken on 
the pending nominations. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has sub- 
mitted a favorable report ou the bill No. 250 for the 
relief of the sufferers by the wreck of the U.S. 8. 
Ashuelot. 

The bill fixing the status of cadet engineers re- 
cently restored to the Service under the decisions in 
the Perkins and Redgrave cases was under consider- 
ation by the Senate Nayal Committee on Wednes- 
day but was not disposed of. The committee has re- 
quested the Secretary of the Navy to furnish them 
with copies of all the decisions, rulings and corres- 

ondence on the su>dject, and until these papers have 

n received no further action will be taken. The 
committee are, generally speaking, favorably dis- 
— toward these youns men and a strong report 
n support of the bill is expected from them. 

An adverse reer’ has been made by the com- 
mittee on the bill for the restoration of John N 
Quackenbush, late Commander, U. S. N. 

So far as the House is concerned, this has been a 
vee? satisfactory week to the Army. In accordance 
with a previous order, the House held an evening 
session on Tuesday, when several important meas- 
ures were without any opposition to speak of. 
The first bill army was that for the relief of gradu- 
ates of West Point for whom there are no vacancies 
at date of graduation. This bill has already passed 
the Senate, so that it only requires the signature of 
the President to become a law. Since the vacancies 
this year have added up so rapidly the law may not 
be of service to any of this year’s class of graduates, 
but as it is to go on the statute book it can be 
brought mto requisition in future years if neces- 
sary. The following is its full text as finally passed: 


Be it enacted, etc., That when any cadet of the United 
States Military Academy has gone through all its classes and 
received a regular diploma from the academic staff, he may 
be promoted and commissioned as a second lieutenant in any 
arm or corps of the Army in which there may be a vacancy, 
and the duties of which he may have been judged compe- 
tent to perform; and in case there shall pot at the time be a 
vacancy in such arm or corps, he m&y,at the discretion of 
the President, be promoted and commissioned in it as an 
additional second lieutenant, with the usual pay, and allow- 
ances of a second lieutenant until a vacancy shall happen. 


The next bill passed was No. 7191, to provide for 
the enlistment and pay, and to define duties and 
liabilities of general service clerks and general ser- 
vice messengers. All the amendments of the com- 
mittee were adopted. The full text of the bill as 
passed will be found in last week’s JourRNAL. An- 
other important bill passed was 8. 1471, to remove 
the charge of desertion from the rolls and records 
in the office of the Adjutant-General against sol- 
diers who enlisted with one command without 
proper discharge from another. Other bills were

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CASTING A BIG GUN. 


A DESPATCH from Boston, Mass., April 29, 1886, 
says: “The ‘big gun’ recently cast at the South 
Boston Iron Company’s works was to-day taken out 
of the moulding pit, whereit has lain for about 
three weeks. The casting, so far as can be ascer- 
tained, is a complete success. The gun, in its pres- 
ent rough state, is 39 feet long. When finished its 
length will be 30 feet and its targest diameter 54 
inches. This is the last of three 54-ton breech-load- 
ing rifled cannon, ordered by the Government for 
experimental use. All these gunsin their finished 
state are of the same size and weight and will throw 
the same projectile, but they differ somewhat in 
coustruction. The one taken out of the pit to-day 
will be completed next fall. The work is superin- 
tended by William P. Hunt for the South Boston 
Iron Company and by three Government ordnance 
officers.”” The total cost of the three great guns, of 
which this is the last, will be about $115,000. 

One of these has endured a pressure of 21 tons per 
square inch of bore, the pressure endured by the 
48-ton Krupp gun being 17 tops. Mr. Hunt, it will 
be remembered, made the 8-ton cast iron gun that 
sank the Alabama und the 8-ton cast-iron gun that 
crippled the Merrimac (and would have destroyed 
her had proper charges been used,) and the 20-ton 
cast-iron gun, two rounds from which, destroyed 
the Atlanta, the strongest iron-clad in the Confed- 
erate Service.

trophy and hold it until the result of the next year’s 
firing is announced.

The consolidated returns accompanying this or- 
der show the order of merit by departments and di- 
visions, by regiments, by troops, batteries and com- 
panies and by posts. A list of sharpshooters is also 
given. Most of this information has been given 
here from time to time, and for some time past we 
have given under the regimental headings the names 
of those qualifying as sharpshooters in the several 
Departments as soon as announced in General 
Orders. 

It appears that in the entire Army 19,036 men fired 
at 200 yards. Of these 94.8-10 per cent. were ag- 
vaned to 300, 85 per cent. to 500 yards, 57.9 to 600, 9.4 
to 800, and 9 per cent. to 1,000 yards. Theaverage at 
200 yards was 76.1; at 300 yards, 74.7; at 500 yards,

GENERAL CROOK ON AFFAIRS IN ARIZONA. 


At the banquet given at Omaha, April 28, in honor 
of General Crook, and to which we briefly referred 
last. week, that officer in response to the welcome b 
the Mayor, made a brief speech, but was afterwards 
pressed to say something as to the difficulties with 
which he had had to contend in Arizona. Consent- 
ing, he said: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: It is unnecessary for me to 
say that I can hardly do justice to the subject; but, while I 
have the utmost indifference to what my enemies may think 
or say, I would like to have my friends understand, to some 
extent at least, some of the circumstances which attend the 
existence of an Indian campaign. Most of you here to- 
night, especially those who came into the country at an 
early date, have come in contact with Indians at some time 
in your life. But since then your other pursuits have taken 
you away from the consideration of the subject. You 
know, however, pretty well those of you who have had ex- 

rience, that the Indian is not to-day what he wasthen. The 

reech-loading gun has entirely changed the conditions of 
this Indian problem. In olden times when the Indians had 
to fight with the muzzle-loading gun or the bow and arrow 
it was a comparatively easy matter to cope with them. 
But as soon as they got possession of the breech loader they 
met our men at a decided advantage. With the muzzie- 
loader they had to have cover to reload. It would take ro 
long to reload that the soldiers could charge upon them and 
kill them with the bayonet, but now—. 


He then referred to the readiness with which the 
Indian can move from one point to another, and 
proceeded: ? 

This part of the problem is probably the most difficult we 
have ever had in our Indian experience. While the Indians 
on the plains may be said to be engaged in civilized wartare. 
you cannot force them to fight. It is necessary for the 
maintenance of the Army that it should carry supplies in 
the shape of commissary, the lossof which would necessarily 
incapacitate them. It has to be hauled on wheels, and while 
that is being done the men cannot get along fast enough to 
force the Indians to fight. But the Indians—especially the 
Apaches—have no impediment. There is not a single thing 
that we furnish them except the arms and ammunition, but 
what is 2 luxury to them. They can get along pertectly 
without them. They roam all over the countrv, with every 
foot of which they are familiar. In their most rapid flights 
they can find all they want to subsist upon, while we have 
to carry provisions and all the rest of the essential outfit of 
an army in the field. We can make in travelling perha 
thirty or forty miles all day long, where they can go fifty 
miles whether they are afoot or on horseback. They have 
nothing in the world which they wish to keep except their 
arms and ammunition. 

I say this Apache problem to-day is the most difficult one 
that we have to attend to. When we dismounted the plains 
Indian, that was the end of it; but with the Apache his 

reatest strength is that he isa footman and there is not a 

orce that he cannot run down in a few days. For instance, 
if you follow the Indian’s trail and come up with him to- 
night, you cannot pursue him during the night. On the 
following morning you find he has gone and you know not 
what direction he hastaken. Heis familiar with every inch 
of his ground. The only possible way you can get to him is 
to let him run, following pone and it is by the loosest 
possibility that you can get up to him and ambush him. 
here has been a good deal of talk and adverse crticism on 
my meeting the hostiles in the month of March in Arizona. 
The terms of unconditional surrender, so-called, were mis- 
leading. That was not the fact as we understood it, that 
there was an unconditional surrender. The Indians, after 
the death of Capt. Crawford, hada talk with Lieut. Maus 
and desired to meet me twenty-five miles below our lines, 
on the condition that I should only come within sight. I 
endeavored to get them up to our side of the line by as- 
surances of the danger they had of the Mexicans taking 
om. but they would not get nearer than twenty-five 
miles. 
No one recognized more than I did the position that I 
placed myself in. It was exactly the same as General Canby 
placed himself in when he lost his life. They were camped 
on a field which might be roughly illustrated by one of these 
tables. It was a broken country. They would not allow our 
Indians to come within 500 yards of them ; and although 
they are supposed to have surrendered unconditionally, it 
must be remembered that they would not give themselves 
up to us, but were watching us allthetime. They camped 
with their muskets, and not a thousand of our men could 
surround them. We could not have fought them. 
They allsurrendered in time and agreed to go wherever I 
might send them, and _ they promised also that they would 
not depredate in the United States. Of course,no man can 
tell what they are going to do, but I think there will be no 
difficulty in getting them to follow their families down into 
Florida. That, I think, well be a perfectly easy matter, and 
humiliating as it is, we have to make terms with them. It 1s 
either that, or we have to go into a war with them that may 
last for years. There is no way by which this thing can be 
ended except by getting them to go toa reservation in the 
way I have mentioned. 
As to the hostile criticisms on his conduct, Gen. 
Crook said it furnished itsown antidote. Itis, he 
said, the press that is disposed to furnish the facts 
that always leaves an impression on the country. 
Nine-tenths of what has passed for news on this 
subject there is not, he said, a grain of truthin. It 
realizes the principle of the old adage thata cam- 
paign in Washington is worth a dozen campaigns iu 
the field. ‘ ‘ 
At the close of Gen. Crook’s address his audience 
arose and cheered for several minutes. Indeed, 
throughout its entire delivery, he was frequently in- 
terrupted by the applause of those present. ;

4£244. Stable ruards will be posted in each cavalry stable 
under the supervision of their respective troop commanders, 
and will consist of not less than one non-commissioned officer 
and three privates.

The sentinels of stable guards will be posted 
within the stable, or at the p‘cket lines when the horses are 
kept outside, The stable rd may be used asa herd rd 
during the day-time or when grazing is practicable, Stable 
guards will be exclusively under the control of their respec- 
tive troop commanders. 

II. The following regulations, designed to ‘establish a di- 
rect accountability for the law books supplied to judge ad- 
vocates stationed at department headquarters, having been 
approved by the Secretary of War, are published for the in- 
formation and guidance of all-concerned : 


1. Judge advocates of de ments shall forward to the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army, on the Ist day of Juiy 
of each year, a list of the law books belonging to the Gov 
ernment in the judge advocates’ offices at the headquarters 
where they may be serving.

It was stationed at 
military posts at Northern.California, Oregon, and Washing- 
ton Territory from the time mentioned unti! the summer of 
1861, when it was ordered East for service in the field. It 
served alonger period at the Pacific than any other regi- 
ment of the Regular Army has done before or since.

Gen. Miles on investigating the report from Pau- 
tana that eight men had been killed by Indians near 
there, found that the statement emanated from 
frightened Chinamen, and had no foundation in fact.

Cavalry, reached Nogales May 4 with despatches 
from the front. Capt. Lebo had an hour’s engage- 
ment with the hostiles May 3in the Pinyoe Moun- 
tains, losing oné man killed and one wounded. Three 
Apaches were killed. Being unable to dislodge the 
hostiles from their stronghold, Capt. Lebo withdrew 
his troops. Troop L, 10th, and Troop B, 4th Cav- 
alry, left Nogales May 3 for Pinyoe to aid Captain 
Lebo in a second attack on the Apaches. 

Forty Indians attacked Richardson and Gormley’s 
ranch, 20 miles southwest of Pautano, April 28. 

Gen. Miles, April 29, telegraphed from Benson: 
“Confirmed reports from Calabassa and Nogales 
state that three persons were killed about ten miles 
north of the line. Very seriovs depredations have 
been committed south of the boundary in Sonora. 
Many persons killed and others driven out, coming 
up on the Sonora Railroad to Arizona Territory. 
Both Mexican and United States troops have been 
actively pursuing. One Mexican and a white man 
taken by the Indians have been Jet go. As far as 
possible the troops are being placed where they will 
be most likely to intercept the hostiles should they 
attempt to move north. The balance will keep as 
close to Geronimo’s camp as possible, wherever they 
may go. The difficulty with the Navajos has, I think, 
been satisfactorily settled, and the troops placed in 
the vicinity of the threatened district. The Mesca- 
leros are reported well disposed and at work.”’ 

The San Francisco Report, which seldom found 
much to praise in the course of Gen. Crook, when in 
command in Arizona, says: 

General Miles has begun the new Apache campaign with a 
common-sense order. The success of the campa 
will depend upon whether Miles is a strong enough man to 
infuse his own spirit into the officers and troops under him 
and check the abuses that have grown up along the border. 
The troops, asa rule, despise and dislike their officers, and 
the officers bave little or no confidence in their men. Discip- 
line is loose, discontent is rife, and dishonesty, more or less 
costly and serious in Its results, characterizes almost every 
operation. ‘The whole military and_ reservation administra- 
tion of the frontier is rotten, and it is that rottenness that 
Miles has to fight more than the Indians, There is one por- 
tion of Miles’ plan that deserves special notice, and that. is 
the portion which seems to indicate that he is going to make 
active and aggressive use of his infantry. Hitherto the in- 
fantry has done little save garrison the posts and supply de- 
pots. It has never been pushed right into the encmy’s coun- 
try, so to speak, and brought intocontact with the Indians. 
We see no reason why it should not be. 

G. W. P., in a long letter to the San Francisco 
Chronicle on Indian matters in Arizona, says: 

Remove the Indians from the_reservation, so that the Chi- 
ricahua, Swisshelm, Dragoon, Huachuca, and Mule moun- 
tains in Arizona and the Sierra Madre range in Old Mexico 
shall know them no more; indemnify our people for 
losses sustained and Mexico also for depredations committed 
by our Indians upon her soil, and an era of prosperity will 
dawn and this country, so long held in the background by 
these adverse causes, will advance rapidly to the front. We 
already feel cheered by the report that Gen. Miles is to suc- 
ceed Gen. Crook and trust that our millennium is at hand.

FROM THE EUROPEAN STATION. 


THE Secretary of the Navy has received the following re- 
port from Rear Admiral 8. R. Franklin, commanding the 

uropean station, dated Valetta, Malta, April 16: 

‘*T have the honor to report the arrival of the Pensacola af 
Malta from Messina. At the latter port I had the ship placed 
in dock, her bottom cleaned, the valves overhaul and 
such repairs done on them as were found necessary. It was 
discovered that the bottom of the ship was ina very foul 
condition, and the difference of her steaming before and 
after docking was very apparent. After remaining in this 
port a reasonable length of time, I shall proceed to Alexan- 
dria, as I informed the Department in a former communica- 
tion I intended to do. I ordered the Quinnebaug to touch at 
Palermo en route to this —. I had informed the Depart- 
ment that I would probably send her to Villefranche to re- 
ceive on board and carry to this ship the ammunition for 
the 57 mm. gun which had been received some time before 
from Hotchkiss and Co., but as it arrived just before the 
sailing of this ship from Naples, it was taken on board this 
ship there, and I the Quinnebaug to proceed as men- 
tioned above. I shall direct her en route to Lisbon to touch 
at the ports on the Barbary coast, named in a former com- 
munication to the popesmnent, provided, however, she can 
do so, and reach Lisbon in time to participate in the cere- 
monies attendant upon the marriage of the Crown Prince. 
I am happy to inform the Department that the health of the 
squadron is generally good.” .

THE NEVADA TROPHY FOR 1885 

G. O. No. 22, H. Q. A., A. G. O., announces that 
for the season of 1885 this trophy was won by Co,

The 
trophy, to win which so much rivalry has annually 
been manifested, was first offered as a prize in April, 


1881, through the ARMy AND NAVY JOURNAL, to the 
company in the Army making the best score in tar- 
get practice. It was gladly accepted by Genvral 
SHERMAN, who at once announced the conditions, 
which, though changed from time to time, baye 
always been such as to fully maintain the interest 
its donation at first aroused. 

We give the winners in successive years. It will 
be noticed it has been held on the Atlantic coast, 
the Pacific coast and in the interior, and now fora 
second year ‘goes to a company in the Department 
of Dakota. 1881—Battery K, 3d Artillery; 1882— 
Co. B, 21st Infantry; 18883—Co. B, 21st Infantry; 
1884—Co. K, 25th Infantry; 1885—Co. D, 3d In- 
fantry. 

Early in the spring of last year General SHERIDAN 
expressed a desire to modify the conditions govern- 
ing the contest for the trophy and the consent of 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL (representing the 
original donors) being willingly given, a general 
order was issued announcing that thereafter the 
tropby should be awarded to the company having 
for the year the highest general figure of merit, the 
determination of which depends upon the individ- 


ual firing at known distances and upon thie com- 
pany skirmish firing. 
In the individual practice the winning company 


with 36 firing at 800 and 1000 yards, and 37 at the 
other distances, obtained an average at 200, 300, and 
500 yards of 91 ; at 600 yards 88, and at 800 yards 
87, and at 1000 yards 90. They had 36 qualified 
sharpshooters and 1 marksman, giving «in indl- 
vidual figure of merit of 197.29. In the skirmish 
firing their line was composed of 18 men, whi fired 
360 shots, getting 222 hits, or a per cent. of 61.66. 
The general figure of merit was therefore 129.47. 
Three other companies of the same regiment pressed 
the winners very. closely, but while in two of tliese 
the individual figure of merit was higher, the suc- 
cessful competitors yet had the best average scores 
in the known distance firing, and were considerable 
in advance in the skirmishing. 

The importance in this, as in other portions of the 
rifle firing exercises, which is thus stamped upon 
the practical instruction of the soldier, we regard as 
a most encouraging feature, and from which in the 
future great results may be anticipated. That a 
company, or as much of it, as the conditions of our 
service permit of being brought on the line of bat- 
tle, in an advance from a position about 600 yards 
from their imaginary enemy to the vicinity of 200 
yards, and retreat to the point first occupied, can 
make 222 hits upon the figure targets out of 360 
shots seems almost marvelous, but shows conclusively 
how much may be accomplished by persistent and 
careful training, and to how great an extent I 
increases the value of the organization for action. 
This class of work forms a marked feature of the 
musketry course of every foreign army and 4s the

RECENT DEATHS. 

BRIGADIER GENERAL GABRIEL R, PAUL, U. 8S. A.. 
retired, a familiar figure in Washington, D. C., for 
some years past, and a gallant soldier of the War, 
died in that city May 5, 1886, of paralysis, in the 75th 
year of his age. He was born in Missouri, entered 
the Military Academy iu 1829, was graduated in 1834, 
and promoted Brevet 2d Lieutenant 7th Infantry, 
and soon afterwards 1st Lieutenant. He served 
through the Florida War of 1839, the Seminole War 
of 1842-43, and in the Mexican War, as Captain of the 
7th Infantry, greatly distinguished himself in many 
battles, receiving the brevet of Major for gallant 
and meritorious conduct at Chapultepec. After the 
Mexican War and up to the War of the Rebellion 
he was on active service in many important expedi- 
tions, and on April 22, 1861, was promoted Major 8th 
Infantry. In December of that year he was ap- 
pointed Colonel of the 4th New Mexico Volunteers, 
in April, 1862, attained the rank of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel 8th U. S. Infantry, and April 18, 1863, was ap- 
pointed Brigadier General of Volunteers. He served 
with distinction in the Rappahannock Campaign 
and in the Pennsylvania Campuign, and at the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg, where he was severely wounded 
by a rifle ball, depriving him of both eyes. From 
July 1, 1863, to February 16; 1865, he was, by reason 
of his wounds, on leave of absence having, in the 
meantime, September 13, 1864, been promoted Colo- 
nel of the 4th Infantry. On February 16, 1865, te 
was retired as Colonel for disability, resulting from 
wounds received in the line of duty, and on the 23d 
of that mouth received the brevet of Brigadier Gen- 
eral for his gallantry at Gettysburg. September 1, 
1866, he was mustered out of the volunteer service. 
In 1848, General Paul was presented by the citizens 
of St. Louis with a sword for his services in Mexico, 
and in 1869 by the 29th New Jersey Volunteers, with 
a magnificent jewelled sword for his gallant services 
at Gettysburg. By the act of July 28, 1866, he was 
appointed Brigadier General on the retired list, and 
by the resoliition of Congress of April 12, 1870, was 
given the full pay and allowances of that grade. 
The father of the deceased officer was a Major of 
Engineers under Napoleon, who came to this coun- 
try soon after the battle of Waterloo, General Paul 
leaves a widow, a son, Colonel Augustus Choteau 
Paul, formerly of the 3d U.S. Cavalry, and four 
daughters, Mrs. James Duff, of London; Mrs. Chas. 
B. Stevens, mother of Lieutenant Stevens, 9th Cav- 
alry; Mrs. Robert A. Marmion, wife of Surgeon Mar- 
mion, U. S. N., and Miss Genevieve Paul. The body 
was interred at the Arlington Cemetery,amid many 
public demonstrations of affection and respect. 

The funeral took place May 8, the escort being 
composed of the LigLt Battery and four batteries of 
the 3d Artillery from Washington Barracks, com- 
manded by General H. G. Gibson. The pall-bearers 
were: Generals E. Schriver, R. S. Graham, I. N.

While on this voyage he became prostrated 
by over-exertion and exposure and lost his voice, 
and soon after his return lung troubles were devel- 
oped, from which he never recovered. Visits to 
New Mexico, Colorado and the Soutb proved of no 
avail and he returned about a month ago from 
South Carolina, to die at home. He leaves a widow 
and two children, both boys. His widow was Miss 
“Blossom” Drum, daughter of Adjt. Gen. R. C. 
Drum, U.S. A., a most estimable lady with hosts of 
friends in army cireles. The funeral took place on 
Friday from the Home, the remains being interred 
in the cemetery there.

THE CAVALRY AND ARTILLERY SCHOOL. 


Mr. Braaa, from the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, in his admirable reportin favor of a 
School of Instruction for Cavalry and Light Artil- 
lery, to which we last week referred, shows how 
essential such an organization is ** to make our little 
Army more perfect, well equipped, eres Se. 
cated, and disciplined and fully up to the highest 
standard in everything that goes make success 
certain in case of conflict.” He calls attention to 
the time required to make an efficient cavalryman 
and artilleryman and to the fact that the light bat- 
teries in our Service have scarcely fired a gun since 
the war, and that arm, so efficient in the late service, 
has stood still since the war, and progress, with its 
steady and unceasing march, has left them far in the 
rear. “it seems like trifling,’ he said, ‘ with the 
name of cavalry to send raw recruits, unaccustomed 
to ride even, to regiments to be mounted with sabre, 
carbine, and pistol, to pursue marauding bands of 
Indians expert on horseback and proficientin the 
use of the rifle. A school is needed for both men 
and horses for cavalry, and a school is needed for 
batteries, where the range is sufficient for any cali- 
bre of piece.”’ 

The argument of economy is also forcibly pre- 
sented 1m the report and other advantages resulting 
in concentrating our troops in large garrisons where 
officers fiud ee to do to occupy their time 
instead of rusting out in sheer idleness, with its cer- 
tainly attending vices. The advantages of the school 
and the maintenance of the two posts named are set 
forth in the letter of Lieutenant-General Sheridan, 
made a part of this report and the committee call 
attention, in addition thereto, to the proximity of 
the reservation of the Sioux and Cheyennes, 18,000 
strong, to Fort Robinson. 

This argument was again presented by Mr. B 
when the bill was called up for consideration in the 
House on Tuesday. After explaining the advantages 
of the measure, Mr. Bragg said: ‘I should dislike 
very much to have it said by any member of this 
House that the Military Committee is an extrava- 
gant committee. We recommend, it is true, an ap- 
propriation of $175,000. Tue last Military Committee 
recommended for a =e post at Atlanta an appro- 
priation of $165,000, which was not included in the 
Army bill. Qur present aay | bill is more than 
$500,000 less than the last Army bill, and in making 
that reduction we have discounted the clerical ser- 
vice (which we have already acted upon here), and 
we have discounted largely, also, the reduction im 
transportation made -by the consolidation of the 
forces. So that we have really ,000 of capital on 
our hands to deal with for the benefit of the Army, 
money taken out of the funds heretofore appro- 
priated for the Army. When the committee deter- 
mined upon this line of policy the Commanding 
General said: ‘1 don’t think you will ever get the 
House to allow that money.’ I said, ‘I have no 
doubt at all that the House will allow the money.’ 
He said, ‘I do not believe it.’ I said, ‘They will, be- 
cause we are going to take it outof you.’ He said, 
* How are you going to take it out of us?’ I said 
*We are going to reduce your transportation and 
cut down the extraneous expenses of the Army and 
thus create a fund out of which we shall beable to 
do what you have so long been asking us to do, con- 
solidate the regiments, and also establish a camp 
where the men who are sent out as cavalrymen to 

ursue Indians shall learn at least how to ride on 

orseback before they be sent out to chase Apaches 
into Mexico.’”’ 

At the close of Mr. Bragg’s remarks the following 
coloquey occurred: 

Mr. Long—How many men, outof the 25,000 in the 
Army, do you propose to concentrate in this camp ? 

Mr. Bragg—We propose simply to concentrate the 
recruits as they are passed to this cavalry depot for 
drill and distribution. 

Mr. Long—How long will the 

Mr. Bragg—Until they are 
commands. 

Mr. Long—That will be about what length of time? 

Mr. eo ge sir, I should perhaps differ from 
almost anybody else on that subject; for 1 do not 
think a cavalry recruit is fit to start out on horse- 
back in six months. The question when the recruit 
shall be deemed fit to go to his commanid will be de- 
termined entirely by the officer who is charged with 
qualifying him for duty. 

Mr. Long—Your intention is that all recruits shall 
pass through this school? 

Mr. Bragg—Yes, sir; that all cavalry recruits shall 
pass through this camp. 

Mr. Weaver, of [owa—Does not the gentleman 
think that the best school in which a young soldier 
can learn his duties is along with old soldiers ? 

Mr. Bragg—I think the best school for the young 
soldier is with old soldiers, provided you keep these 
in a camp where they are being daily drilled as sol- 
diers and kept under soldierly discipline; but if the 
are traveling by detachments, with axes and shovels 
on their backs, far away from their camp, never 
doing avy military duty at all, not even going 
through the form ofa parade—in such a school as 
that, instead of educating a man to be a soldier, you 
educate him to be something else than a soldier. 

Mr. Weaver, of Iowa—If it had taken six months 
for our cavalrymen to be fitted for their duties in 
the late war we would not have had much of a cav- 
alry army. 

r. Bragg—Well, sir; I am very happy to have 
this opportunity to say to the gentleman that I do 
not think we had for the first year of the war any 
cavalry worthy the name. I haveseen regiments 
pe ny bey = Pennsylvania avenue in which the men, 
with both feet pushed into the stirrups, with one 
hand pomenng on to their bridles and with the other 
grasping the horse’s mane, were barely able to keep 
on their horses, to say nothing of using the carbine. 

Mr. Weaver, of lowa—I think that isan extreme 
picture. 

Mr. Bragg—No, sir, it is not an extreme picture. 
Then let me say tothe gentleman further that the 
horses as well as the men require drill. The horses 
must be accustomed to have men sitting upon them 
handling the saber and firmg the carbine or they 
will when in action become unmanageable and 
worthiess for cavalry purposes. But what ought to 
be of all things the pride of our Service is our light 
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batteries. When we closed the war we had as fine a 
light battery service as there was in the world. But 
now we have scarcely a battery that has fired a shot: 
1 do not know that we have one light battery that 
has fired a shot from that time till now. Here are 
improyements going on all the tine—improvements 
in guns, in shot, and everything of that sort. Our 
men are drilling as infantrymen at their different 
barracks upon the Atlantic coast. 

Mr. Steele—Let me remind my colleague on the 
committee that we have already provided a schoo) 
for ge at Fortress Monroe. 

Mr. Laird—That is for heavy artillery. 

Mr. Bragg—The school at Fortress Monroe for 
artillery isa school for officers. And they do not 
practice with light batteries there. There is no 
school anywhere for practice and drill of enlisted 
men and non-commissioned officers who constitute

n information received it reduced it $280,000. So 
the statement of the geutleman from Wisconsin is 
correct if he places his bill as against the bill re- 
ported by the Committee on Appropriations, but 
not against the bill as it became law.

There seems to bean ap- 
prehension in some parts of the West it is the inten- 
tion to abandon the present recruiting stations in the 
West and make Fort Riley a_ recruiting station. 
There is nothing of that kind intended, and we have 
— for general recruiting stations as before. 

he purpose of this bill is to make the depot of dis- 

tribution, coming from recruiting stations, the cav- 
alry camp where they are to be educated and from 
there distributed. 
Mr. Holman—lam satisfied there could be reduc- 
tion without injury. I talked with military men at 
Fort Custer and at other points last fall, and they 
told me that by a reasonable reduction of the num- 
ber of these military stations and a proper concen- 
tration of the troops the cost of transportation could 
be reduced readily a $1,000,000 a year. Where there 
are quite a large number of companies together you 
increase tbe social life and increase the pleasant rela- 
tions ‘of military men; you bring their families to- 
gether, their wives and children; you elevate the 
tone and character of your military service. As to 
the other measure proposed here—the training school 
for cavalry—it does not seem to me that it is a meas- 
ure of importanee. Our soldiers do not have a great 
deal of riding todo. In the main, our Indians are 
ina very peacefui condition. It does not seem to 
me the condition of the country requires an outlay 
of $200,000, or any other large sum, to improve our 
— in their capacity for nding. They ride very 
well. 

Mr. Holman wanted to know what Indians were 
near Fort Robinson. Mr. Bragg answered, the Sit- 
ting 4Bull Indians, numbering 18,000. Mr. Hol- 
man answered that there was a continuous line of 
forts all the way down the Missouri river and that 
there was no portion of the Sioux reservation that 
was not covered by a fort. He argued that the mili- 
tary stations between Bismarck and the northern 
boundary line of Nebraska ought to be diminished 
at least a half. GEA

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- HE STATE TROOPS. 


RIOT DUTY. 


Ir is a well recognized fact that riot has been 
staring usin the face in New York and Brooklyn for 
at least a month past, but it has not yet broken out 
on alarge scale. The police have kept order after 
some sort of a fashion, and ing even managed in 
the beginning to run a car from East to North River 
and back during the Dry Dock Car troubles, but 
they did not prevent numberless cars from being 
overturned and broken und much valuable property 
from being destroyed, for which the city of New 
York is responsible and will have to pay. Had the 
National Guard been valled out this destruction of 
property would not have occurred. of course, but 
such a measure is generally delayed until it is well 
pigh too late. While the igniting spark has so far 
been kept away from the smouldering mass of an- 
archy in New York City, where blatherskites like 
Most have been permitted to wo | arm the mob 
with effective breechloaders, the turbulent elements 
in several western cities have broken out into open 
violence. which resulted in bloodshed in East St. 
Louis, Chicago, and Milwaukee, and a call for troops 
in the first and last mentioned plaves. The troops 
accomplished what they were sent out for in buth 
instances, while the police on every occasion only 
conquered after much damage and unnecessary 
bloodshed, which demonstrates that soldiers are the 
only sure remedy against rioters. The time when 
the nerve of our citizen soldiery, and especially that 
of the younger officers, will be brought to the test is 
now on hand, and nothing but thorough familiarity 
with the whole problem will enable them to meet 
the foe successfully. The Illinois troops are prepar- 
ing for action, and an order tor Brownell’s riot tac- 
tics for the instruction of a Chicago regiment has 
just been filled at the office of the JourNnAL. In New 
York and Brooklyn, where no orders in reference 
to the importance of being prepared have been 
openly issued, guards against surprise have been 
constantly kept in all the armories, and the State 
Arsenal at 35th street and 7th avenue, New York, 
has been kept in a thorough state of defence, with 
officers of the Ordnance Department and men on 
duty night and day. Earle’s Battery, a few days 
ago, gave some illustration in handling and firing 
its Gathings, and there is nothing needed now but 
open and general violence on the part of the mobs 
toshow whether our soldiery are strong enough to 
make order prevail over anarchy and pillage. 

A few hints from some of our military men who 
have made the quelling of riots a special subject of 
study, will uudoubtedly prove of service to those 
who are liable to be called on to master the subject. 

Gen. W. H. Brownell, in his excellent little work, 
says: 

Moderation that will jcause riotous mobs to secure the 
slightest confidence, or an impression that there is hesitation 
on the part of the troops, cannot be afforded, hence move- 
ments should show decision, be promptly executed, and rid 
of all forms that will cause delays, rather depending upon 
force of habit secured through close application in the drill 
room. 

A small detachment of reilable men, in charge of an ex- 
perienced officer, should be left in the Armory for its pro- 
tection. 

The regiment should be equalized into an even number of 
companies, bayonets fixed. 

Before leaving the armory details of marksmen will be 
made, sufficient in number to provide each company with at 
least four to act as sharpshooters. 

It would be preferable to use the exit on the street that 
will oblige the crowd to present the smallest front during 
the formation. 

While aivancing in street riot order, should a large open- 
ing be reached, such as a square, or park, the flanked column 
order may be used, or such formations provided by Upton’s 
Tactics, for field work, as the cireumstances may demand. 

While double rank formation is recommended, movements 
can be executed in single rank, if necessary owing to lack of 
numbers. 

Should the regiment equalize with companies of sufficient 
size, the same principles can be used with platoons and com- 
panies as explained for companies and divisions. 

If, at any time, it may be desirable to divide the force, for 

the purpose of flanking barricades, marching in parallel 
streets, or detaching companies for special duty, it will be 
observed that three divisions (or companies, if large enough) 
are sufficient for ** street riot order.” 
_ Firings are left to the judgment of the officer command- 
ing, but great caution is advised in clearly indicating the 
front that isto fire. It is suggested that one trumpeter or 
drummer in each wing be used, to indicate cease firing. If a 
drummer, a short sharp roll should be given. 

As the din in a street fight would prevent to a great extent, 
commands being heard clearly, the commandant may em- 
ploy his staff officers to communicate commands directly to 
Officers, when the noise is great. 

The Lieut.-Coionel and Major will each he provided with a 
non-commissioned staff officer, to enable them to promptly 
report anything of importance; in this connection it will be 
remembered that intervals to pass through are provided in 
the column for this purpose. 

Sharpshooters should be generally supervised by the In- 
Spector of Rifle Practice, who should be especially detailed 
for that purpose. 

When the column is in “street riot” order, sharpshooters 
will be constantly on the alert, and if the district is danger- 
ous, watch the windows and roofs of houses on the side op- 
Pcsite their flanks, and should a halt occur, will immediately 
Seize any prominence that will afford them view of the mob, 
those of the Ist and 2d division watching the front, and those 
of the rear division watching the rear, but must not fire 
until individually ordered, unless they have special or gen- 
eral instruction to the contrary. Of course during a general 

engagement with rioters, they could be instructed to pick off 
any who are noticed as assailants. rs of mobs are 
usually shrewd enough to know the importance of disposing 
of commanding officers of troops. and thereby, in some in- 
stances, perhaps, cause demoralization. For this very rea- 
son, the knowledge that sharpshooters were with the column, 
pouid be apt to secure from the leaders of mobs a most pro- 
ound respect for the troops they are resisting. 
‘ Should Artillery be employed with the regiment, the sec- 
ions will be placed between the Ist and 2d divisions, and 4th 
and 5th, or 3d and 4th (if four divisions), and, if not to be en- 
gaged, will, as an intersecting street is approached, be halted 
until the 2d division has passed and reformed, as explained 
as pton’s Tactics for the passage of obstacles.

In the new edition of Gen. Lord Wolseley’s Sol- 
dier’s Pocket Book, received as we write, we find 
the following on city riots : 

To suppress a city riot or the insurrection in a town, it is 
essential to occupy such positions within it as will enable 
you to isolate the quarter which is the main stronghold of 
the insurgents. aevieg done so, endeavor to divide it up 
intosections isolating them one trom the other as much as 

ible. Never attack barricades, or positions, in cities with 
rute force, but by seizing upon houses or posts in their rear, 
or on their fianks, force the enemy to become the assailant. 
Much may in some eases be donetowards bringing a hostile 
pulation to reason, by cutting off their supply of provis- 
ons and water. Confine the mobs as muchas possible to the 
streets by he lding the squares and open places. A mob 
allowed to assemble in an open place, soon realizes its 
strength, which it cannot well do when confined to narrow 
streets where it is easily controlled by small bodies of troops. 
Make flank attacks on the mobas it moves along the chief 
highways, and so break their columns up. A couple of 
heavy wagons or omnibuses driven from across street into 
such acolumn and then halted and its wheels taken off, is 
an admirable plan for breaking up a column and retarding 
a mob’s movements. Keep your troops out of sight as much 
as possible until the moment arrives for them to act; the 
police, and at home the specia! constables, should be the 
first line, and the soldiers should only put in an appearance 
when the first line had failed to accomplish the object m 
view. Troops should hold therailway stations and all the 
other important points so as not to have any great distance 
to force their way to any threatened locality; it is very im- 
portant to have all your its connected by telephone or 
telegraphs, and if possible by underground wires. 





NEGLECTED NE V YORK CITY TROOPS. 


WITH exception of one regiment, which is the proprietor 
of its own quarters, no regiment in New York City has a de- 
cent armory, nor a hall large enough to drill a battalion pro- 
perly. A new and substantial armory is being erected, how- 
ever, for the 12th Regiment. Some of those who are so badly 
quartered seem to te satisfied where they are, four others 
have urgently asked for new armories for years without 
success. The sthis practically homeless, the 9th carries on a 

recarious existence ina condemned building, the 7ist has 

rely room to drill a company; the hall in which the 22d 
drills looks more like a barn than soldiers’ quarters. The 
latter regiment holds togetber, however, but the 9th and 7l1st 
are slowly going to pieces, while the 8th is practically on its 
last legs and speedy relief only can save its existence. 

Disturbances of more or less magnitude are taking place 
daily, the entire active and reserve force of the police are 
constantly required to preserve order, and the possibility of 
a call upon the militia is imminent, and yet, in the face of all 
this the New York City authorities remain blind and in- 
cifferent to the fate of the most reliabic portion of their 
troops, who are their mainstay during real trouble. A valu- 
able site for an armory for the 8th Regiment was purchased 
nearly two years ago, but there the matter rests, and the 
squabble over certain alleged irregularities in the purchase 
et the ground is made an excuse for the delay in procuring 
the necessary money for the erection of the building there- 
on. We are informed that the mayor of the city has de- 
clared that as long as General Shaler, of the Armory Board, 
remains in office he will not permit any money to be ex- 
pended for the erection of armories. This is unjust to the 
troops and unfair to the city which never more depended 
upon their protection than at this very time. Any official 
who opposes or puts obstructions in the way of the regi- 
ments pamed above in their endeavors to obtain proper 
quarters, neglects his duty, and assumes a responsibility 
a heavy uncer present circumstances. 

As with the armories so it is with the parade ground. The 
boom in favor of the Van Cortlandt farm, started some time 

‘0, has completely subsided, and that property is now out 
of reach for the purpose, which again leaves the city troops 
without facilities for either indoor or outdoor drill. 

We call the attention of the city authorities to this state 
of affairs and the necessity of providing relief at an earl 
date. Let them take example from the manner in whic 
Brooklyn takes care of the 2d Division. 





CARRY ARMS.

Tn your issue of April 17 you do injustice to a correspond-

These three points ** Wisconsin ” did and does contest. He 
maintains that “ cease firing’ is tactically correct after all 
rings, and is made so by Pars. 106, 188 and 393, and that the 
author of the tactics was accustomed to use it after any of 
the firings. 

To reserve the carry with pieces unloaded after a _ final 
volley, * Wisconsin *’ could command, as did Colonel Jones 
“carry arms” and “posts.” It would be rather hard to 
count the number of times he has done so in the last twenty 
years; but he is perfectly willing to submit the whole cov- 
respondence to Coloncl Jones, and will wager the JOURNAL 
that so far from “endorsing” its side of the question, as it 
appeared in issues previous to this number of April 17, he 
will back the views of WISCONSIN. 


The full text of tactics, it should be remembered, is not in 
all cases quite in harmony with well-settled customs, in sup- 
port of which fact it is only necessary to call ** Wisconsin's” 
attention to a little difference of opinion between himselt 
and the JouRNAL some time ago, as to the method of in- 
specting guard details by lst sergeants.—EDITOR JOURNAL.

Asarule all the movements were executed with 
astonishing rapidity and exactvess, the mistakes being far be- 
tween and upimportant and trifling. The sharp report of the 
blank cartridges as the machines rattled out what would 
have been a most destructive fire had the cartri been 
loaded with ball, was interrupted only once through the 
fault of a man who handled the feeder on the se- 
cond piece, and it was plain that the guns were 
in excellent working order and the men_ thoroughly 
up to their work in handling them. Capt. Earle wound up 
the battery drill with a few platoon movements without 
ieces, and then the event of the evening, the competitive 
rill, began with the following programme: Detachment 
front; detachment rear; detachment front ; cannoneers to 
your posts; detachment rear: cannoneers to your posts; ac- 
tien front ; limber rear: action rear; by hand to the front ;

“ WELL DONE, BROOKLYN!”

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


PENDING the official report of the Commander-in- 
Chief on the Naval drill at Pensacola, do you not 
think that the publication in your issue of April 24, 
of the paragraph so highly eulogistic of the Galena 
taken from the special correspondence of the Balti- 
more Sun, was. tv say the least, rather premature 
and calculated to convey to the mirds of your 
readers, who were no‘ spectators at the drill, an er- 
roneous impression and ove detrimental to the credit 
of the otber vessels composiug the squadron? 

The Sun’s correspondent must certainly be blind 
to the merits of the other four vessels or he would 
not have made the assertion that the Galena was 
ahead of the entire fleet m the performauce of all 
evolutions. The Galena was certainly complimented 
once conjointly with the Swatara for rapidity in the 
evolution of furling sail, but there her honors 
ended. The Tennessee and Brooklyn being much 
larger vessels, ship rigged, and heavily sparred 
make no pretensions to drill as rapidly as the others 
whose spars and sails are but flagstaffs and napkins 
in comparison. 

I think it will be found when the official report is 
published, that the Brooklyn has carried off all of 
the honors and glory in the drill--the Sun’s corres- 
pondent’s previous assertion to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

To write such a graphic account of the drill the 
correspondent must have witnessed the great gun 
target practice off Santa Rosa Island, when the tar- 
get was missed by every vessel in the squadron until 
the historic Brooklyn came along and belching fortha 
broadside of shell at the diminutive substitute for 
an enemy, left the other vessels of the fleet without 
a mark to fire at.

BURSTING OF KRUPP GUNS. 


Messrs. THOS. PRossER AND Son furnish us with a 
circular reply to the statement in the London Times 
as to the bursting of Krupp guns. Mr. Krupp says: 
“This news is founded on malevolent invention. 
Neither a new gun nor an one has burst in the Dar- 
danelles. New guns have not yet been furnished 
there at all. Experiments referring to range and 
precision have not been madeatail of late. The 
only trial which has been executed a long time since 
is the following: At the end of February last the 
Turkish artillery has executed, on board of the iron- 
clad Mahmudieh, trials with 15cm and 24 cm coast 
guns which have been furnished by these works in 
1873 for the fortification of the Dardanelles. These 
guns were erected on board directly with their coast 
carriages. Since there were no suitable pivots and 
racers at hand, they made use of the existing pivots 
and racers furnished by Armstrong. The latter are 
broken at the trial, which is certsiuly also not Arm- 
strong’s fault, since the exertion was not a normal 
one. At this trial the behavior of the Krupp guns 
has been quite faultless.” 

The London Engineer says: ** We have made in-
